PREPARE ROHRS FOR 


(By ERWIN GREEP.. President Greer Col­ 
lege of Automotive Engineering, Chicago.) 
The automobile thief is doing a big 
business of late, and the police rec­ 
ords show a large increase over that 
of last year. 
How, then, can the car 
manufacturer bring out a more or less 
standardized 
anti-thief 
contrivance 
that will really prevent a car from be­ 
ing stolen, and what would be the 
characteristics of this perfect lock? 
The motorist of today needs badly 
a contrivance that can be locked or 
unlocked from the car seat by the 
driver, or else something that will 
automatically remind the driver of its 
existence before he starts the engine 
again. 
Something to Confuse. 
Something which merely prevents 
the engine from being started in the 
ordinary way is of absolutely no use. 
For example, if the self-starter Is dis­ 
connected by the car owner, there 
would be nothing to stop two or 
three men from starting the engine 
by pushing the car with the gears in 
mesh. 
Why not give the thief con­ 
structive, 
rattier 
than 
destructive 
work? 
Let him build up instead of 
tearing down. 
Destruction is much 
more simple than construction, and it 
can be done with most any tool. 
Any 
prisoner, given time and a saw, can 
eventually break jail, therefore, lf the 
device will break a connection of some 
sort, perhaps something that would 
temporarily prevent the engine trans­ 
mitting power to the differential, it 
would be more likely to confuse the 
thief than a mere locking device, which 
could easily be destroyed, and allow 
the car to be driven away. 
It Isn’t the fact of getting the bet­ 
ter of a thief with only a few’ min­ 
utes’ time In which to work out his 
getaway. 
It’s got to be something 
that will puzzle the skilled mechan­ 
ical thief, who has no longer time in 
which to accomplish his work. 
Lock Gear in Neutral. 
The majority of old-time motorists’ 
suggestions seem to turn towards some 
device which will lock the gear in neu­ 
tral, and. by the way, there are al­ 
ready numerous devices of this kind 
in existence, many of them operated 
with a Yale boy. 
The keyhole Is in 
reach of the driver, but in such a po­ 
sition as to make it awkward for the 
thief who tries to file off the device. 
But here again is a destructive rath­ 
er than a constructive Job, which 
brings ns to where we started. 
You, as a car owner, should take 
extra precautions if you go to unusual 
risks, in the way of leaving your car 
unattended. 
A few simple'mechanical 
changes would help complicate the 
thief’s job and, In many instances, save

SPELLING OF EGYP1TAN XA MES 
STANDARDIZED BY AMERICAN

N ictotine Dust Plant Wee. 
STILLWATER, 
Okla.—N icotine 
dust is one of the best insecticides 
for general use, says G. F. Bieber- 
dorf, assistant entomologist at Ok­ 
lahoma A. and M. college. It can be 
bought or prepared at home. 
Nictotine dust is 
prepared 
by 
mixing nicotine sulfate (black leaf 
“ 40” ) in hydrated lime, one pint of 
nicotine sulfate being mixed with 
fifty pounds of hydrated lime. The 
mixture should be stirred constant­ 
ly. To make the mixture complete, 
sift it through an ordinary screen 
and the dust will be ready for use. 
This preparation has a strength of 
I per cent arid may be used tor any 
of. the plant lice that attack the gar­ 
den and field crops, such as melon 
lice, turnip lice, greenbug or cotton 
lice. 
Nicotine dust can be applied by 
the use of any dusting machine suit­ 
able for cotton dusting, or even in 
a large tin can with numerous small 
holes in the bottom. 
The application should be made 
soon after the dust is made up, as 
it deteriorates with age. Best re­ 
spites are obtained if the applica­ 
tions are made in the warmest part 
of the day, when no moisture is on 
the plant. 
An advantage in the use of nico­ 
tine dust is that it gives immedi­ 
ate results, another is that it is 
easier to apply than liquid sprays. 
There is no danger 
of 
poisoning 
such plants as lettuce or celery, such 
as there is in the use of arsenical i. 
As most soil require lime, the 
lime used in the preparation of nic­ 
otine dust can be utilized as a fer­ 
tilizer, thereby giving full IOO per 
cent in return for every dollar spent 
Bieberdorf says. 
C. E. Sanborn, professor of en­ 
tomology, has approved Bieberdorf’s 
nicotine dust theory, saying that he 
has found it effective in use against I 
flea beetles, cucumber beetles and I 
leaf hoppers, as well as against plant 
lice.

ENOCH ARDEN” PROVISION IN 
NEW CZECH MARRIAGE LAWS 


PRAGUE—Vile newly formulated 
bill regulating marriage in Czecho­ 
slovakia contains an “ Enoch Ar­ 
den” clause, It provides that, in the 
event of the retain 
o f , a husband 
thought dead after the woman has 
remarried, he has no legal rights 
that can affect the new marriage. 
The conditions 
that 
prevailed 
throuahonut Europe in the period 
just after the war, when the return 
of men missing or reported dead to 
find remarried wives, was an ordi­ 
nary affair, probably inspired the 
law. 
Otherwise the marriage act 
as 
framed follows those of most coun­ 
tries. Both civil and religious cere­ 
monies are recognised. The 
m ar­ 
riageable age for males is fixed at 
18 and for females 16.
